IHR Mellon Fellowships 


Report 

The IHR Mellon Fellowships were advertised for the first time in the late summer of 
2001 with a closing date for applications of 14 January 2002. As well as advertisements 
in humanities journals and on relevant web sites, we compiled a database of all 
humanities departments in North American Universities with doctoral students. This 
enabled us to email information about these fellowships directly to relevant departments. 

We received 110 applications in total. Of these 41 were from men and 69 from women. 
Applications were received from students at 57 different universities [see appendix 1]. 
There were 27 applications for the pre-dissertation fellowships and 83 applications for the 
dissertation fellowships. These applications covered a wide spectrum of the humanities 
with applications in 13 different subject areas [see appendix 2]. 

A committee was convened to review these applications. The committee was composed 
as follows:

The applications were divided in the first instance between Professors Gould, Mann and 
Marshall, with each reviewing applications that fell within their area of expertise. Each 
was responsible for selecting the top 20% of applications that they had been given in both 
the pre-dissertation and dissertation categories. The papers of these candidates were then 
sent to all other members of the Committee. The Committee then met to decide which of 
these candidates should be awarded the Fellowships.

Mentors have been appointed for all of these Fellows and appointments have been 
arranged for them with the Director of the Institute of Historical Research. 



The committee was enormously impressed with the quality of the applications received 
and found the task of identifying the five best applications in each category extremely 
difficult. There was a general consensus that it would have been possible to appoint 
twice and possibly three-times as many Fellows as we were able to do. 

We were all excited by the response that the programme attracted this year and the 
Committee believes that applications are likely to increase substantially in the future as 
the programme becomes established and more widely known. I have also now had the 
opportunity to discuss this programme with many US faculty members who are equally 
enthusiastic. They have told me that this programme will fulfil a real need by providing 
graduate students with the opportunity of studying in the U.K. and I am delighted that 
this is the case. 

The first holders of the first IHR Mellon pre-dissertation fellowships are already in the 
U.K. and the dissertation fellows will arrive at the beginning of October.
